Sub: Conducting Teacher Eligibility Test (TET) for appointing teachers in 

Classes I to VIII. 
No. 8635-II-SME(B )-63/10/SME. - The National Council for Teacher Education 
(NCTE) being the academic authority has prescribed the minimum qualification norms for 
a person to be eligible for appointment as teacher in Classes-Ito Vill under Section 23 of 
the Right of Children to Free and Compulsory Education Act, 2009. One of the essential 
qualifications prescribed by the NCTE is that a person has to pass the Teacher Eligibility 
Test (TET). NCTE vide its letter No. 76-4/2010 /NCTE/Acad dated the 11th February , 2011 
has prescribed that the TET examination may be conducted by a suitable professional 
body designated by the appropriate Governmentfor the purpose. 

State Government have decided to designate Board of Secondary Education , 
Odisha as the professional body to conduct the TET examination in the State .
